Examiner's Amendment

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art discloses 
or teaches a linear guide bearing apparatus comprising a guide member having an inside curved 
face and an outside curved face; a plurality of balls; and a separator having a concave inner face 
closer to the inside curved face than the outside curved face interposed between adjacent balls. 
However, the prior art does not disclose or teach said inner face being farther from the outside 
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curved face than a point located on a radial line of the separator, wherein said point is at a 



distance from said outside curved face equal to a diameter of the balls.
